1 . Pointing to the passages in specification and the results in Table 1 , applicants argue at 
Remarks pages 4-5 that 1) There is no disclosure in the prior art of an article comprising a wood 
composite and a high pressure laminate bonded together with a foamed polyvinyl acetate based 
adhesive; 2) Since the newly bonded product contains less water/less adhesive, warping is 
minimized; 3) The final dried product comprises less adhesive residue and shows the presence of 
air voids. Applicants further argue that it is surprising that sufficient wet bond strength exists to 
form the claimed product, let alone form a product that exhibits required fiber tear attributes for 
end use applications. However, 1) claim 1 merely claims a composite made by a product-by- 
process limitation, inter alia, " the wood composite is bonded to a the high pressure laminate 
using a foamed adhesive", in which the terms "bonding" and "foamed" clearly claimed as 
process limitations during composite manufacturing, not claimed as structural features of the end 
composite. 2) The results in Table 1 shows no evidence that freshly bonded composite shows 
minimized warping. Even such an intermediate processing advantage exists, there is no evidence 
of producing a distinct end composite. 3) Nowhere in the specification or Table 1 shows that the 
intermediate air voids of wet foamed adhesive are retained and present in the final dried 
composite, nor a reduced amount of adhesive being claimed. Even a reduced amount of dried 
adhesive is claimed, it appears to be a routine optimization for a reduced cost. 4) Regarding the 
wet bond strength, it is neither claimed, nor is there any evidence showing that the wet bond 
strength results in an unexpected structurally and/or compositionally distinct product. 5) 
Similarly, the fiber tear attributes are absent from any of the claims. Further, the specification 
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merely discusses the relation between fiber tear strength and oven temperature. There is no 
evidence whatsoever showing that the fiber tear strength results in a structurally and/or 
compositionally distinct product. Applicants' unsupported arguments are unpersuasive.
